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PROVISIONAL  SPECIFICATION. 

Improved  Device  for  Distinguishing  Bottles  and  the  like  which 

Contain  Poison 

I  Eliza  Cutler  of  7  Gough  Road,  Edgbaston,  in  the  County  of  Warwick, 
Married,  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  to  be  as  follows:  — 

This  invention  relates  to  a  means  for  quickly  distinguishing  or  indentifying 
those  bottles  and  the  like  which  contain  poison  the  object  being  to  provide  on 
5  attachment  which  can  be  readily  and  quickly  fixed  upon  any  bottle,  jar,  glass 
or  the  like  which  contains  poisons  and  which  will  at  once  denote  to  either  sight 
or  touch  that  the  contents  are  of  a  special  nature. 

This  improvement  has  the  further  advantage  that  it  forms  a  protection  to  the 
bottle  and  reduces  the  liability  of  breakage  while  at  the  same  time  one  size  of 
IQ  the  attachment  which  is  elastic  can  be  placed  on  various  sized  bottles  so  long  as 
the  variation  of  size  is  within  reasonable  limits. 

In  carrying  this  invention  into  effect  my  device  consists  of  a  broad  band  or 
ring  composed  of  india  rubber  and  having  a  number  of  projections  or  serrations 
moulded  upon  its  outside  face  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a  roughened  surface 
15  to  the  touch  while  at  the  same  time  such  bands  are  preferably  made  of  red  rubber 
so  as  to  be  conspicuous  to  the  eye  and  are  formed  of  a  suitable  size  to  be  stretched 
on  around  the  body  or  main  part  of  the  bottle  or  like  article. 

Such  bands  may  have  the  word  “  poison  ”  moulded  on  the  surface  or  an  aperture 
or  perforation  may  be  formed  in  the  band  through  which  the  ordinary  label  on 
20  the  bottle  may  be  seen. 

In  place  of  having*  a  band  or  ring  I  may  make  the  device  in  the  form  of  an 
elastic  strip  or  band  of  rubber  having  studs,  buttons,  or  hooks  at  one  end  and 
button  holes,  eyes  or  eyelets  at  the  other  end  for  enabling  the  same  to  be  fastened 
round  the  body  of  the  bottle,  such  bands  or  strips  having  the  one  side  provided 
2b  with  serrations  or  projections  and  also  an  aperture  for  exhibiting  the  label  on 
the  bottle  if  so  desired.

Improved  Device  for  Distinguishing  Bottles  and  the  like  which 

Contain  Poison.

Married  do  hereby  declare  the  nature  of  this  invention  and  in  what  manner  the 
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same  is  to  be  performed,  to  be  particularly  described  and  ascertained  in  and  by 
the  following  statement:  — 

This  invention  relates  to  a  means  for  quickly  distinguishing  or  identifying 
those  bottles  and  the  like  which  contain  poison  the  object  being  to  provide  ail 
attachment  wThicli  can  be  readily  and  quickly  fixed  upon  any  bottle  jai  glass  5 
or  the  like  which  contain  poison  and  which  will  at  once  denote  to  either  sight 
or  touch  that  the  contents  are  of  a  special  nature. 

This  improvement  has  the  further  advantage  that  it  forms  a  protection  to  the 
bottle  and  reduces  the  liability  of  breakage  while  at  the  same  time  one  size  of 
the  attachment  which  is  elastic  can  be.  placed  on  various  sized  bottles  so  long  as  10 
the  variation  in  size  is  within  reasonable  limits. 

In  order  that  my  invention  may  be  clearly  understood  and  more  easily  carried 
into  practice  I  have  appended  hereunto  a  sheet  of  drawings  upon  which  I  have 
fully  illustrated  the  nature  of  my  said  improvements. 

f  igure  1  is  a  view  of  a  bottle  having  the  device  attached  thereto.  15 

Figure  2  is  a  view  op  the  device  when  detached  from  the  bottle 

Figure  3  is  a  section  through  Figure  2 

Figure  4  is  a  similar  view  to  Figure  2  but  shewing  a  modification. 

Figure  5  is  a  section  through  Figure  4. 

Figure  G  is  a  view  of  a  further  modified  form  of  the  device.  20 

The  improved  device  consists  of  a  broad  band  or  ring  A  of  indirubber  or  other 
such  flexible  elastic  material  and  having  a  number  of  projections  or  serrations  cil 
moulded  or  otherwise  formed  upon  its  outside  face  for  the  purpose  of  forming  a 
roughened  surface  to  the  touch,  while  at  the  same  time  such  bands  are  prefer¬ 
ably  made  of  red  rubber  so  as  xo  be  conspicuous  to  the  eye  and  are  formed  of  a  25 
suitable  size  to  be  stretched  on  around  the  body  or  main  part  of  the  bottle  B  or 
like  article. 

Such  bands  A  may  have  the  word  “  poison  ”  moulded  on  the  surface  as  shewn 
by  Figures  2  and  3,  or  an  aperture  or  perforation  such  as  « a3  may  be  formed  in 
the  band  through  which  the  ordinary  label  may  be  seen.  30 

In  place  of  having  a  band  or  ring  I  may  make  the  device  in  the  form  of  an 
elastic  strip  or  band  of  rubber  as  shewn  by  Figure  G  and  having  studs  buttons 
or  hooks  «4  at  one  end  and  button  holes  eyes  or  eyelets  a5  at  the  other  end  for 
enabling  the  same  to  be  fastened  round  the  body  of  the  bottle,  such  bands  or 
strips  having  the  one  side  provided  with  serrations  a 1  with  the  word  “poison  '  35 
or  an  aperture  a 3  for  exhibiting  the  label  on  the  bottle  if  so  desired. 

Having  now  particularly  described  and  ascertained  the  nature  of  my  said 
invention  and  in  what  manner  the  same  is  to  be  performed  I  declare  that  what 
I  claim  is. 

1st  An  improved  device  for  distinguishing  bottles  and  the  like  which  contain  40 
poison,  consisting  of  a  broad  flexible  and  elastic  band  or  ring  A  having  a  number 
of  projections  or  serrations  to  form  a  roughened  surface  on  the  outside  face  and 
with  or  without  a  label  aperture  substantially  as  described. 

2nd  An  improved  device  for  distinguishing  bottles  and  the  like  which  con¬ 
tain  poison,  consisting  of  a  broad  flexible  and  elastic  band  having  a  number  of  4^ 
projections  or  serrations  to  form  a  roughened  surface  on  the  outside  face  in 
combination  with  means  for  fastening*  the  ends  of  the  band  together  around  the 
bottle  substantially  as  described.
